changes had been made in the economic 
'system underlying the Soviet regime. 
Safety of human lif«, feuarantee of 
property rights, .free labor and obser- 
vance of the sanctity of contracts were 
among the requirements laid down- 


Only by meeting these, requirements, 
the statement said. could Russia hope 
to achieve economic rehabilitation and 
rebuild her foreign 'trade. 


Issued by Secretary Hughes at the 


conclusion a two hour discussion of the 
Ilussian ciuestiin at- yesterday's cabinet 
meeting, 
the 
statement, 
which was 
transmitted to the American consul at 
Roval for delivery to the Soviet author- 
ities, was regarded as having the solid 
backing of the administration in defin- 
ing the nu-tions future policy in dealing 
with the Bolshevist government.

Judge J. H. Stephens awarded the cus 
today of the child to Mrs. Edith.O. Har- 
iier of Chicago, Wednesday and denied 
that Alr.s. A. H. ,Karpe of Shreveport 
had any right to the boy. although his 
parents are both.dead and the little fel- 
low had been a resident of Louisiana 
since last October. 


The opinion was rendered by Judge 
Stephens following a habeas corpus 
proceeding instituted by Mrs. Harner to 
g«t possession of the child from Mrs. 
Karpe. It was shown by court records 
produced at the trial that adoption of 
the chiiil by Dr. A. B. Karpe and wife 
was placed on record in Caddo parish, 
Louisiana, March 15, and that adoption 
of the child by George W. Harner and 
wife -of Chicago, was granted by the 
probate court of Licking county, Ohio, 
March 1C, one day later. 


Judge Hteplmns held that under the 
law the child is under the jurisdiction 
of the courts of Ohio, for the reason 
that his parents lived in that state at 
the time of their death and had never 
lived in Louisiana and that the courts 
Of Louisiana have no control over him.

Austin, Tex.—According to Dr. B*te> 


•ft T. Hill, former state geologist* who 
bis Just finished a study of th« topo- 
graphlcai features of Texas and As 


, rafting a report on the subject for the 


United States geological survey, until 
recently all existing .maps give an In- 
accurate idea as to the geography., of 
the- state, particularly with referenc* 
to the courses of the Rio Grande on 
the South and the Red River on the 
north. Mr. Hill says that all euwwnt 
maps of Texas locate the Rio Grande, 
which has always been accepted HS the 
boundary between this country and; 
Mexico, Inaccurately. The maps In- 
clude In Texas a strip of territory av- 
eraging 25 miles in width and 75 miles 
in length '(about 1,875 square miles), 
which does not belong to it. Until th« 
'\Vdrld war, when special surveys of 
the border were made- by the War de- 
partment, nothing was known of the 
Rio Grande district. These maps, since 
published by the department, revealed 
the mistake in current maps. 


No Proper State Map. - 


.There is no map published showing 


even approximately the physical fea- 
(tures of the trans-Pecos, section, the 
mountainous portion of the state. Many 
of the ranges and 'peaks are entirely 
omitted and others are located inac- 
curately. Doctor Hill has made a spe- 
cial study of these sections of the state 
and will make known many Inaccu- 
racies through the maps he is prepar- 
ing for the government. 


-The Davis mountains, well known to 


Texas residents, are not Included on 
any map. They form one of the prin- 
cipal range districts in the state. To 
the west of these mountains is a long, 
narrow strip of desert country, low-, 
lying valley plains about 200 miles in 
length, running along the Rio Grande, 
northwest Into New Mexico. 
These 


valleys are not defined on any map 
published. 


The Diablo- country consists of un- 


dulating plains, with peaks of various 
sizes and kinds, extending into the 
Sacramento mountains of New Mexico. 
The railroad' follows a valley scoured 
. out of the va'st plain, extending north- 


Vest into New Mexico and southwest 
into Mexico. 
The traveler from El 


I'fiso to the New Mexico line Is always 
either upon or m sight of this plain for 
about 250 miles. - The surface is so 
smooth, except where it is broken 
rarely by peaks, that It seems as level 
as a floor. The plain is inclosed on 
all sides by a wall of higher mountain 
ranges. 
But none of these features 


has been placed on a map. 


Bated on Settler*' Note*. 


The county and state maps of Texas 


are Inferior to those of other states. 
Doctor Hill said, because of the differ- 
ent systems of land survey used in 
Texas. In other, states the land has 
been accurately surveyed and divided 
Into townships and sections. The sur- 
veying was done and field notes made 
under United State* supervision, as 
maps of the country were always nec- 
essary to-acquire land. The Texas 
systems .were inherited from Mexico 
and Spain. Scrips or warrants were 
issued to individuals, who went out, 
took some natural object for a corner, 
measured off a block of acres called 
for in the shape and. direction chosen, 
and sent the notes to the land office. 
Current maps were compiled from 
these notes, made by many individuals, 
and the topographic information sup- 
plied was nearly always meager.; 


Up to 1860, when the geological sur- 


vey began in Texas, there was only 
one point in Texas with its exact loca- 
tion on the earth's surface known. 
This was a monument to David Crock- 
ett, near the old land office, on the cap- 
Itol grounds at Austin. It Was located 
by-the United States geodetic survey. 


About 1880 some women were giving 


a bazaar for patriotic purposes In Aus- 
tin. They desired some souvenirs to 
sell at the bazaar, and at their request 
tn« old monument was broken into 
pieces and taken to the bazaar. Thus 
pettshed the only point In Texas defi- 
nitely located on the earth's surface.

TEXAS GREEN BUGS WILL, 
NOT MENACE OHIO WHEAT 
The "green bug" or southern, graii 


louse, which is now present in Texas 
and theratening the wheat, will no 
likely gelt as far east as Ohio. 
T. II 
Parks, extension entomologist of thi 
Ohio College of Agriculture (States tha 
this is the same pest that seriouslj 
damaged wheat in Texas, Oklahoma 
Kansas and Missouri during 1907. Dur 
ing June of that year it came as far 
east as Ohio and killed the oats crop 
in the southern part of the state, 
I 
came too late to damage wheat. 
The Inject, is a small 'green plant 
louse which winters in Texas as ai 
adult. 
During 
«vlld 
weather 
in 
February and March in that state 
may multiply very rapidly and cause 
the wheat to turn yellow before it has 
made much growth. After the crop is 
damaged, many of the bugs develop 
wings and are carried by the wind t( 
new fields. In 1918 Mr. Parks observec 
them being carried by the wind from 
damaged wheat in northern Oklahoma 
to flields in southern and central Kan 
sas. 
Serious damage followed to thi 


wheat and oats crop. 
Insect paraskes usually put a stop 


to the damage. These require, warme 
weather to develop than the green bug 
requires. Warm spring weather puts 
stop to the green bug outbreak. Mile 
winters followed by a cool spring make 
such outbreaks possible.

By studing the arrows you will find 
that when the gear P revolves in the 
direction indicated by the arrow No. 1 
the g»ar B will revolve in the direction 
shown by the arrow No. 2.

Thus gear E revolves in the direction of 
the arrow No. 3 ,with the result that 
the gear J must revolve In the direction 
ind.cated by the arrow1 No. 4.

(speed most of the time it would be an 
advantage to have this third speed with- 
out driving through a train of gears. 


You will see later, that because the 
axle of tie rear wheels is at right angles 
to the crank-shaft of the engine, that 
there must be a gear at the rear axle 
to transmit the power at this angle. If 
tljp engine must have a leverage for 
\ Ver driving (and it must have) then, 
wriy not get this leverage at the gears 
On the rear axle, and have a direct drive 
in the transmission. This will do away 
with the drivex through g.ears. 
How can we, obtain this direct drive? 


The gear V" is considerably larger in 
diameter than the gear P, so an inter- 
nal sear can be cut in it, and this gear 
can be slipped over the gear P which is 
much longer so as to permit this. Thus 
when the gear P is slipped over the 
gear P these two gears will be so con- 
nected that they will revolve as though 
they were one 
You will observe that 


they do not roll on one another as do 
the other gears, and so there will be no 
wear of them 
You will also note that 


the drive of the shaft A by the gear is 
direct, none of the gears B, K or E be- 
mpr brought into the drive. 


The gears B, K and E always revolve, 


even when the transmission is set at 
neutral or in third, but as under these 
circumstances there is no load on them, 
the wear of these gears will be prac- 
tically nill. 


To bhift into high gear, the shifter 
lever is simply moved so as to connect! 
with the shaft H-H and then moved so 
a<? to push the gear P to the left, you 
will note that the movement of the 
lever to pull the gear P out of mesh 
with the gear K, or out of second, is m 
the same direction as that required to 
shift to high, and so^i straight pull or ' 
push on the shifter hand-lever (accord- 


the same direction as the gear P, and 
therefore the propeller shaft, to which 
•T is connected, must revolve in the same 
direction as the engine, by which the 
gear P is driven. 


How can we make the propeller shaft, 
or what amounts to the same thing, 
the gear J, revolve in a direction op 
posite of the revolution of the engine, 
or gear P? 


Let us make the gear E smaller, so 
that it clears the gear J, and let us 
then add another gear, which meshes 
with both the gears E and J, as shown 
in Figure 2. 


NQW you will observe that as the gea* 
P revolves in the direction of the arrow 
No. 1, E and E will revolve in the direc- 
tion of the arrows 2 and 3 respectively 
This will make R, the new gear, revolve 
as indicated by arrow No. 4, and so J 
must re vole as shown by arrow No 5 


Thus you will see that the addition of 
this extra, or idler gear, as it is calle'd, 
will make the gear J revolve in a direc- 
tion the reverse to that of the engine, 
and so the car will be driven backward. 


Figure 3 shows the new assembly of 
the transmission 


I want to direct your attention to the 
fact that the reverse gear S is smaller 
than the low-speed gear E. This means 
that there is an even greater leverage 
when in reverse than when in low. It 
would be well to remember this, as 
there may come a time when your car 
has been caught in a ditch from which 
you cannot pull when in low. The ex- 
tra leverage obtained in reverse may 
be enough to pull you out. While it is 
extremely unlikely that a pleasure car 
will come to a hill too steep for low 
gear, if this should happen the problem 
of getting up the hill can often be 
solved by turning around and going 
up backwards. Drivers of heavy-laden 
trucks will often find this a good stunt.
